“At w apecial general meeting of the China 
Association at Shanghai, on the Sist,alt., Mr. 
2 ndgeon addressed the members on the subject 
of the new Commercial ‘Treaty. After some 
introductory remarks, Mr. Dudgeon said :— ° 

I will give yoa the aubstance of ‘the Articles 
of the Treaty one by one. The firat seven

By the third Article, China unilertakes to 
remove present obstructions ‘o navigation ‘in 
theCanton River, and toimprove accommodstion 
for shipping in tue harbour of Canton ; the work 
to be carried ont by the Imperial-Maritimo 
Customs and to be defrayed by a tax on goods, 
British and native alike. In the same Article 
Chinu adwits the desirability of improving che 
navigubilily of the Yangtsze bepween Ichang 
and Chungking, but soes diffeulty -of carrying 
out improvement works for lack of funds; she 
ogrovs therefore that, subject to the approval 
of the ‘Imperial Maritime Customs, steamship 
owners. shall be at liberty to erect such works’ 
us they: pleaso for haulago purposes.
